BRITISH OOlijUaiBlA. 

(Second ArticieJ' ' 

The resources of British <3olumbia are 
very diversified. All the chief indus- 
trial pursuits of mankind can bo car- 
ried on here successfully. These are 
agriculture, stock-raising, miiung, lum- 
bering, fishing and manufacturing. Of 
few individual states, provinces, colon- 
ies or even countries can this be cl;iini- 
ed. In addition the geographical jwsi- 
tion of the province is such that it mu.st 
play an exceedingly important part in 
the commercial development of the Pa- 
cific Ocean. A little space may bo well 
ilevotcd to n consideration of tliis ns- 
lH>ct of the case. 

The continents of -Asia nnd .Vmerica 
converge towards each other as they 
approach the noith. so that al Itehring 
Strait they are only I'.i; miles apart. The 
Convergence is greater than is indicated 
by the dia'orence in loii.i;itiiile. Thus 
the longitude of San Kraiieiseo, C.al., 
is 122 deg. 34 min. West, and that of 
l^opt Simpson, the most northerly port 
in Itritish Columbia is l.'SO ile;;. 120 min. 
West, but owing to the shortening of 
degrees oC longitude towards the North, 
the dilTerenoe in distance between these 
two points nnd Yokohama is nearly 700 
miles in favor of the Rritish Columbia 
port. Tho ailTerenci' between the dis- 
tance of more southerly |)orts in Brit- 
ish Columbia from Yokohama and that 
of San Francisco is somewhat less than 
this, but it is suineieiit to give our 
coast a great advaiitaL;e when the time 
conies for time to be a governing e|e- 
mont in the trans-Pacific trad-'. This 
ailvaiilago holds good not only for the 
i-o.ast. hut also for the prodiietivo in- 
terior of North .\meriea and for hhiri^ 
]iean trallic. which may seek a wi^slern 
route to the Orient or Oriental trade 
which may traverse America in order to 
re.udi Europe, l-'rom S.aii I'r.aneiseo to 
N'ew York the distance by rail i- :;.:;.".l 
miles and from .N'ew York to l.ivi'i-poel 
."..ll'iii miles, wliiidi ni.akes the ilist.anei- 
riom Yokohama to Liverpool vi,-i San 
l''rancisco l(t.!»ol miles. The distance 
via Vancouver and -Montreal is over 
Tim miles h'ss than this. But lliei-e is 
a shorter route than either of these 
across the eontineiit of North .Vnierii-.i. 
and that is the most northerly route nf 
all. namely from Port Simpson to I''.irt 
("hnridiill on lludsmrs Bay and tlien,e 
to Liverpool. From I'ort Sim|)son to 
I''ort Chiirehill is Ll.'iH niiles, and from 
Port Churchill to Liverpool 2,0(10 miles. 
Adding to these the S.SOo miles between 
Yokoham.a and Port Simpson, we li.ive 
tho ilist.anee between Yokohama and 
Liverpool rediici'il to ,S.:.'7."i miles, a dif- 
ference of 2,ti7S miles in favor of the 
Port Simpson-TIudsnn'.s Buy route over 
tliat via San l-'raneiseo and \e\v York. 
In an artich', which nill be planted in 
tomorrow's ('olonist from the |ieii of 
Mr. F. .1. Clarke, one of the start of 
the trailer, who has given much study 
to Iho Iluilsoa's It.ay roiiti-. i;!,in\ in- 
terestini; and valuable data in r."_-ai'd to 
this siilijeet ai-.'
